He is largely in- 
terested in Island real estate, and has 
been ever consistent in his advocacy 
of the Carnarvon terms) We 
next find the name of Ex-Mayor 
Drake, who supported Mr. Wal- 
kem's mission to England and presided 
at the complimentary banquet given in 
his honor upon his return. No one 
will suspect him of a leaning towards 
tin; Grits. Mr. J. D. Pembekton, an- 
other nominator, is also a heavy holder 
of Island real estate, r n consistent pro- 
tectionist, and strongly Conservative in 
his leanings. Next wo have Mr. John 
Tod, senior — a largo property-holder, 
the oldest settlor in tho Province, and 
a strong supporter of the Carnarvon 
Terms. Then comes Mr. Charles 
Morton, who stood in the Conservative 
interest in 187 I against Mr. DeCo.s.mos 
(thou standing in tl^e Grit interest) and 
came within four votes and a-half of 
beating him. No one will accuse Mr. 
Morton of political recreancy after the 
heavy sacrifices he has made in the 
cause of Conservatism, and the years 
that he has remained staunch to those 
principles. Then we have such names 
as J. G. Mann, (Muirhead it Mann) 
W. J. Jepfree, John Bra.mwell, Geo. 
Thomson, G. C. Keays, Tiios. IIarman, 
Wm. Farrell, W. D. McKilmcan, 
(MoK illican it Elford) Joseph Wil- 
son, Thomas Shotbolt, John Braden, 
(Stewart & Braden) Richard Rob- 
erts, W. A. Franklin, Tiios. Wilson, 
H. T. Mann, (F. T. Mann Co.) Geo. 
H. Maynard, W. G. Anderson, Hy.' 
Jewell, R. B. Andrews and G. Dyer. 
These gentlemen are either prominent 
business men, manufacturers, heavy 
employers of labor or workingmen and 
thorough-going Conservatives. Many- 
were supporters of Mr. DeCosmos in 
daye gone by ; but they have made the 
unpleasant discovery that he is unable 
to effect the slightest good for the Prov- 
ince- — that he is distrusted by both 
parties, and that ho is personally and 
politically distasteful to tho Conserva- 
tive leaders. Under these circum- 
stances they deem it advisable, in the 
interest of the country, to return a new 
man with Sir John Macdonald to rep- 
resent this district, and thus pave the 
way to an amicable understanding be- 
tween Old Canada and Young British 
Columbia. 



AO ADDRESS. 



In tho Eastern Provinces, when a 
candidate comes forward for legislative 
honors he invariably issues an address 
to the electors. During the contest 
just closed all the Liberal and Conser- 
vative candidates — leaders, as well as 
rank and file — issued election addresses. 
A candidate without an address would 
scarcely get a score of votes in the 
largest constituency in the Dominion. 
No one there thinks of standing with- 
out making a public profession of his 
political croed.

The killing of Macdonald by Mercer 
in Portland, recently, has aroused un- 
precedented indignation, not only in 
Oregon but in our Territory ; and 
while the people are so loudly clamor- 
ing for swift and unfailing justice to 
be meted out to tho universally pro- 
nounced murderer, they have been un- 
consciously awakening to a realization 
of the serious evils arising from slan- 
derous publications.

these sensational fellows should be 
taught to fear such a law, and rever- 
ence the rights of their fellow men. 

Tho O-rtgonian advances an idea 
which, though novel, is backed by a 
reasonable amount of common sense 
and right principle. It is this : That 
which comes lawfully and rightfully 
within tho province of respectable 
journals should be clearly defined, and 
then newspaper men should be requir- 
ed to.give bonds from time to time for 
tho proper and decorous conduct of 
their journals. Whether such a sys- 
tem would be practicable or not it is 
certainly founded on good principles, 
and if it could bo inaugurated many 
irresponsible adventurers would be pre- 
vented from establishing a newspaper 
organ merely to bo used as a channel 
through which to vent abuse upon any 
and all whom they may imagine to 
stand politically or socially in their 
way. It is this abuse of the sacred 
privileges and duties of the true journ- 
alist that would be guarded against, 
while at the same time nothing need be 
done to impair tbj3 actual rights that 
belong to the profession or render the 
calling of a journalist a whit less- noble 
or influential on the rest of humanity, 
Port "Tovmsend Argus.

How Livings aro Disposed Of. 



A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, describing some of the abuses 
of the Church of England, says : 

A congregation never has the right 
to select its own pastor. The person 
or body of persons holding the right of 
presentation to the living is called the 
patron. In most cases the patron is 
not even a member of the congrega- 
tion ; indeed, it is not even essential 
that he should bo a church member at 
all. Archbishops, Bishops and Chap- 
ters of Cathedrals have tho patronage 
of a large number of livings — 3, 172 in 
all — and the Archbishop of Canterbury 
alone appoints to 185. The Lord Chan- 
cellor appoints to 658 livings, and al- 
ternately to 22 others. Oxford Uni- 
versity appoints to 396 j Cambridge to 
•3 IS ; the Provost and Follows of Eton 
College to 40; and the Dean and Ca- 
nons of Windsor to 61. The entire 
patronage in ecclesiastical hands amounts 
to 4,307 livings. By far the greater 
number of benefices —over 8,000 in all 
— are held by private persons. Tho 
legal name for the patronage of a living 
'lsYiii'vowson, and British law recognizes 
advowsons as real property. As such 
thoy are transferable. An appendant 
advowson is attached to Kome estate, 
and cannot be separated from it, but is 
always a factor of the value of the es- 
tate, just as much as the buildings. An 
advowson in gross is not so attached to 
an estate and may be sold almost as 
rwidilv as a horse. As a matter of fact 
thev are sold and traded in every day, 
iixci'wuiTi openly, and in London there 
are c ~"en or eight well known agencies 
wliosc sole business is trade in and sale 
of auvowsons, and the sale of right of 
next presentation to livings These 
^Ogeneies openly advertise their wares, 
and there is little or no attempt made 
to keep any one in ignorance of the 
traffic. 

The Marquis of Abergavenny is pa- 
tron of twenty-four livings ; the Duke 
of Beaufort twenty-four ; the Duke of 
Bedford, twenty-seven ; the Duke of 
Devonshire, forty-two ; the Earl of 
Lonsdale, thirty-nine ; the Prince of 
Wales, twenty, and the Duke of Put- 
land, twenty-four. Some church liv- 
ings get into the hands of very doubt- 
ful patrons. The Earl of Aylcsford, 
who figured most discreditably in a re- 
cent divorce suit, is patron of eight liv- 
ings. I have a list of seven brewers 
who are each patron of one church liv- 
ing. Three of them are Messrs. Bass, 
Guinness and Alsopp, who have a fame 
almost worldwide as the makers of 
Bass' pale ale, Guinness' stout and Al- 
sopp's nle. 

Some years ago a nobleman was limit- 
ing in Yorkshire. "My lord," said ' a 
man, riding up to him, "I bet you 
.£5,000 you don't present the living of 
— , (then vacant,) to my son." "Done," 
said the nobleman. And done it was. 
The son wns duly appointed, and no 
doubt holds the living to this day, for 
the affair is comparatively recent. The 
b«t was paid. A wealthy mnn had a 
daughter recently married to a young 
man who was in hoi}' orders. He said 
to his son-in-law: "You have only to 
find a suitable church living which is 
for sale and I will see that the funds 
are forthcoming.'' Tho young man 
went to London and called at an office 
where they dealt in church livings. He 
luckily came upon a rare bargain, and 
agreed to take it at once, though he 
had never seen the place. It shortly 
became vacant, and ho wns duly estab- 
lished in it. Another case has a vein 
of romance in it. A young woman of 
some means was engaged to a curate 
wdiose fortune and prospects were both 
nil. A happy idea struck her. She 
sold her littU property and invested the 
proceeds in the purchase of a right of 
next presentation to a small living. Her 
heart had long been his, and she then 
gave her hand and the henetice to her 
lover. The living soon became vacant, 
they ' entered upon it, and enjoy it to 
this day. These are bona fide eases, 
and are well vouched for. 

A presentation to a good living com- 
mands a round price. The income is 
usually fixed and subject to little or no 
variation. It is mainly from the rent 
of lands, and the congregation has no 
power to change it. Humanly speak- 
ing, the owner of a good rectory or 
vicarage has his house built upon a 
rock, whore ordinary easualities are 
powerless to reach it. The rector of 
St.-John-at-Hackney, (a London par- 
ish) entered upon that living in 1S39, 
and enjoyed it without interruption 
until his death last year, at the age of 
seventy -seven. The obituary notice 
mentions that "the living was purchased 
for him by his father for the sum of 
.£13,000"-— i?G5,000. It must have been 
a good one, for the price is high. 

The disestablishment party is small 
but vigorous, and tho church question 
must become a vital one in a few years. 



Denver, Oct 4. — The following dis- 
patch from Wallace, Kansas, referring 
to the band of Indians which left the 
reservation near Fort Reno, is just re- 
ceived : 

The Indians crossed the Kansas Pa- 
cific railroad Sunday morning, going 
north. When about 25 miles north of 
Buffalo station they commenced killing 
settlors, and so far seventeen dead 
bodies have been found along Sappa 
creek. The Indians do not go out of 
their way at all to kill white people, 
but if they meet a white man on horse- 
back they kill him and take his horse. 
They are now 80 or 100 miles north of 
tho Kansas Pacific railroad, with troops 
pushing them pretty hard. They have 
killed no women and children and have 
not thus far mutilated the bodies of 
their victims. The report^ that Lieu- 
tenant Broderiok was killed is untrue.
